knowing submission of thousands of patient claims over several years to Horizon Blue

Cross/Blue Shield which contained inappropriate billing codes, in violation of N.J.S.A. 17:33A-

1 et seq.; and which had resulted in his receipt of $214,270.14 in reimbursement for

chiropractic treatments to which he was not entitled. (Copy of the Consent Order annexed

hereto and made a part hereof)

Respondent having made restitution in an amount agreed to by Horizon Blue

Cross/Blue Shield, the Board finds the within order adequately protective of the public health
,

safety and welfare.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The above Consent Order provides grounds for the suspension of Respondent's

license to practice chiropractic in New Jersey pursuant to N .J.S.A 45:1-21 (k), in that

Respondent is the subject of a final administrative order that imposes civil penalties against

him under N.J.S.A. 17:33A-1 et seq.

hereby is suspended for a period of three (3) years, which shall be stayed, and become a

.

2. Respondent shall be, and hereby is reprimanded for his violation of N
.J.S.A

45:1-21(k).



Respondent is hereby assessed a civil penalty, pursuant to N .J.S.A. 45:1-22,
